It. was" 
not to be expected that any one would 
credit it In fact, it was calculated to 
arouse suspicion. He was detained at 
the house, and a constable was -sent 
for, 
and later q;i be founcl himself in 


jail as a vagabond acd one wfio was 
up to some game. "When arraigned be- 
fore a justice of the peace, he told bis 
story and was given a sentence of 
three months in the county jtiil. 


It was three weeks after Dawson's 


disappearance that his employers be- 
gan to search for him. He was easiij- 
•traeed to Chicago, and his name was 
fouod on a hotel register, and his trunk 
was there, but the police could find no 
further trace. After several weeks it 
was returned as a case of murder and 
robbery or an accidental death by fall- 
ing off a wharf. The case was referred j 
to in so many newspapers and an ad- 
vertisement was kept running so long 
that if Dawson was alive it seemed 
that he must have beer found.' Soon 
after be found himself in jai) he sought 
to interest thp jailer in his casef The 
man bad never beard of such a thing, 
and he simply laughed at the idea. 


Finally he was discharged. - 
tawson took to the road as a tramp 


because he had no other recourse. He 
worked and bogged and traveled, and 
six months went by. By that time he 
was in Iowa, and Ks mind was almost 
made up that he had been a tramp for 
years and years. He could recall how 
the strange feeling came over him as 
hs sat in a public park.'and yet he was 
half convinced that it-was-all a dream. 
One day, as he was plodding along the 
highway, he was overtaken by a'coun- 
try doctor driving a gig. The doctor 
was a good hearted man named An- 
drews and always had a dime^ for a 
hardup man. It so happened that he 
wanted a man to assist him in tearing 
flown an old barn, and ha offered the 
work to Dawson.

ind "the other man" had been hard at 
work for three days when something 
happened. The doctor overheard him 
quoting Shakespeare to himself and at 
once became interested.

The doe- 
tor bad read it in the papers, and he 
knew that such things had been and 
could be. One of the remarkable fea- 
tures in Dawson's case was that his 
mind had only been dulled to certain 
things. His memory was gone as to 
his identity and how he had lived his 
years, but he could read, write, cast up 
figures and was otherwise in touch 
vith the world. There was nothing 
new to astonish him. Again, he had 
suffered no sickness and had no mental 
worry, and nothing had come as a 
shock. He was never in better health 
or spirits than when the feeling began 
to creep over him. 


Andrews was, of course, interested in 


the case from a medical point of view. 
He huctPd up back .numbers of the 
newspapers and proved the man's iden- 
tity.

resources, but a. company is now being 
formed to quarry the ice and thus to 
relieve in no small measure the great 
suffering that is often exni-rieneed by 
the pe'ople of Arizona, to whom In 
some places Ice is a priceless luxury. 


The promoters of the scheme to util- 


ize the ice caves are very enthusiastic, 
declaring that they are sure of liberal 
profits from their enterprise. They ex- 
pect to secure ice enough to supply not 
only the" many small stations, tovrns 
and lumber camps in this vicinity, but 
also the railroads of northern Arizona 
and New Mexico. 


Comparatively few people have vis- 


ited the caves until recent years. The 
main and best known ice cave lies at 
the head of Clark's valley, seventeen 
miles southwest of this town. Al- 
though others may be larger, they are 
neither so well known nor so accessi- 
ble. A wagon road leads almost to this 
cave, and the Arizona Lumber compa- 
ny's railroad at one time passed close 
to it, but the route has since been 
changed. The cave is really a mine 
and has been penetrated to a depth of 
300 fept^ It is eutes'ed through a nar- 
row, tortuous passage of rock, aud, al- 
though no point cf entrance has been 
found at any other place, the ventila- 
tion Is perfect The majority of visit- 
ors have gone less than fifty feet into' 
the earth, progress being made on 
hands and knees and by the aid of a 
rope. 


The man who has seen most of this 


cave and who is at the head of the 
company to "exploit its treasures is B. 
R. Dulton, a young New Torker. In 
August-of last year he succeeded In 
exploring the cave to a greater depth 
than any one had previously penetrat- 
ed. As he advanced he found the pas- 
sage gradually widening until it merg- 
ed Into a cjivern much larger than that 
near the surface. He also discovered 
that several smaller caves led out of 
the large one and'that all were Ice- 
bound, lie believes they lead far down 
into the earth. Dulton is preparing to 
continue bis explorations during the 
coming summer in the hope that other 
openings than the one now known m;iy 
be found. 


According to Pulton's schemes, a 


road is to be built '.o the caves. lie de- 
clares that his Investigations have con- 
vinced him that by considerable blast- 
ing an output of several thousand tons 
may be secured every day. lie Is ar- 
ranging for the construction of a se- 
rlt-s of hoists whereby the ice Is to be 
raised to the surface, and the appara- 
tus he will employ Is so simple and In- 
expensive thnt he says be can market 
his ice at prices which -will not be met 
by any factories that may set up as 
rivals to him. 


It is the young explorer's belief that 


•the ice lias been in the caves for count- 
less ages and that they were at one 
lime the bottom of an immense inko 
which was destroyed by volcanic dis- 
turbances. The earliest mention of the 
caves is found in a report by Lieuten- 
ant II. O. IIII1. who beaded an explor- 
ing party early in the forties. Hill's 
report says that the Indians of the 
Xavajo and Pueblo tril>cs knew of 
them, but would never venture in 
from superstitious reasons. It remain- 
ed for a daring Nevr Yorker to dis- 
cover the valuable properties contain- 
ed therein.

me of Odd T>le« About Xew 


Ytwf» Chinatown. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


New York, May 19. — Among the 


unique spring publications is an odd 
little book of stories, entitled "Bits of 
Broken China,", by William E. S. Fales. 
The "Bits"' are tales about the strange 
characters to be found in New York's 
Chinatown. The stories are well told 
and highly entertaining, but their chief 
value lies in the fact that the author 
deals with a class of ^persons whom he 
knows thoroughly. 


While the Chinatown of Gotham is 


by no means as large and interesting 
ar- the Chinese sections of several west- 
ern cities, it is densely packed with 
orientals who live a more or less stren-- 
uous life. It is about these denizens 
of Pell and Mott and Doyers streets, of 
their obscure tragedies, their loves. 
their sinning and their frequent clash- 
es with the majesty of the law, that 
the stories have to do. 


The keen insight into oriental charac 


ter and the intimate knowledge con- 
cerning the unexpectedness of "Chinese 
ways were gained by Mr. Fales during 
the years which he served as United 
States consul to Amoy, China. Since 
his retirement from the diplomatic 
service Mr. Fales has been engaged in 
journalism in New York and has made 
an intelligent study of this city's Chi- 
nese district. In fact, among New 
York newspaper men he is recognized 
as an authority on Chinatown, and he 
is frequently appealed to for various 
kinds of information, from the identifi- 
cation of a, highbinder leader to tbe 
proper way of holding chopsticks.

journalists whose members had learn- 
ed to know the delfehts of chop suey 
asked Mr. Fales to tell them of some 
other Chinese dish equally good.

Spain has had in modern times. En 
thusiasm during the performance was 
great Ten bulls fed on half rations 
for the past week to make them as 
savage as possible were slaughtered a 
Plaza del Torres, while 20,000 Span 
nards half mad with excitement, cheer 
ed themselves hoarse and threw mon 
ey, hats, cigars and everything they 
harl into the ring to emphasize their 
approbation. No bull fighters were 
killed or maimed. 


Hastings, Fla., May 21—So thorough- 


ly infuriated were the 
people here 


against Wm. Austin, the man who 
killed young Bertha McCullough and 
murdered four of her family and then 
committed suicide, that they decided 
his body could not have a Christian 
burial. 
After the bodies of his vic-
